City moves ahead with ^people plazas’ plan

The city of Chicago is moving ahead with a 
plan to turn small, city-owned vacant lots into 
gathering spots where the public could hang 
out and drink coffee or listen to music. 

On Wednesday City Council OK’d a con- 
tract for so-called “people plazas”— lo of which 
could open by year’s end with a deal to put up 
five locations on the North Side, four on the 
South Side and a lone parcel on the West Side. 
Eventually plazas could go up on 54 properties. 

It’s Mayor Emanuel’s latest policy that could 
have a hand in transforming Chicago’s public 
spaces, alongside initiatives like bike lanes and 
bus rapid transit, digital billboard advertising 
along expressways and the temporary “park- 
lets” built into parking spots in the street. The 
plazas are meant to “activate” small patches 
the city acquired over the years, most ending 
up with the Chicago Department of Transpor- 
tation when streets were added to the grid and 
others were closed to traffic. 

But the “people plazas” aren’t without con- 
troversy This week, the Tribune reported 
that Mayor Emanuel asked aldermen to agree 
to give local architecture firm Latent Design 
Corp. the work to transform the properties. 
The City Council voted for the Emanuel- 
backed deal, as they do nearly all ordinances 
sponsored by the mayor. 

Under the terms, the city is to kick in 
$50,000 to get things rolling, but the idea is for 
Latent Design to earn enough money through 
the ads, grants and leases with companies that 
want to sell food or merchandise at the sites to 
make the plazas pay for themselves. 

The firm gets to pick the advertising com- 
pany without going through an open bidding 
process to ensure the public is getting the best 
deal. So far, the company is mum on who will 
get that work. 

The Emanuel administration was asked why 
it wouldn’t be more appropriate to choose the 
ad company through an open procurement 
process so the public can look at the proposals 
and be certain it is getting a good return for al- 
lowing advertising on public property Depart- 
ment of Transportation spokesman Michael 
Claffey said Latent “has the incentive to get 
the best deal possible” because the contract 
calls for it to get a percentage of net profits 
based on its performance. 

But the company gets to play a large role 
in rating that performance. The agreement 
requires Latent to submit reports four times 
a year on how much money it raises and how 
it’s spent, how well the company engages with 
the community to design the plazas, and how 
many events, installations and upgrades it puts

City officials will be in the field to check 
up on the company whose financial reports 
must be audited and foUow what Claffey said 
are “generally accepted accounting principles.” 
The Metropolitan Planning Council, a non- 
profit urban planning group, also is set to re- 
port to the city about the status of the plazas, 
Claffey said.

Ten homicides were reported citywide 
this week, according to a RedEye anal- 
ysis of preliminary police data. Victims 
include two people fatally stabbed on 
opposite ends of the city Tuesday in 
what authorities characterized as do- 
mestic-related incidents. 

The week’s first stabbing victim was 
a 26 -year-old 
male killed 
in the South 
Deering com- 
munity on the 
Far South Side 
early Tuesday 
morning. The 
second was 
a 53-year-old 
woman who 
police said was stabbed to death during 
a domestic fight Tuesday afternoon in 
West Ridge on the Far North Side. 

One double homicide was reported 
this week, in North Fawndale, where 
two men were shot dead Friday after- 
noon. Three other gunshot homicides 
were reported Friday in the South 
Shore, Chatham and Auburn Gresham 
communities. 

Gunshot homicides also were report- 
ed in New City Uptown and Chicago 
Fawn. There have been eight homicides 
so far this month, while 44 homicides 
were reported in May 2014, according 
to RedEye data. This year has seen 128 
homicides reported citywide so far.

Council approves torture reparations

The Chicago City Council on Wednesday 
approved $5.5 million in reparations for vic- 
tims of infamous former Chicago police com- 
mander Jon Burge 
and his “midnight 
crew” who used elec- 
tric shock, suffoca- 
tion and even Russian 
roulette to coerce 
confessions from 
dozens of black sus- 
pects, special Cook 
County prosecutors concluded after a four- 
year investigation. 

The city also formally apologized for one of 
the most notorious eras in its history 

The measure comes at a time when a spot- 
light has been cast on police departments 
nationwide after a series of officers have shot 
and killed unarmed African-American men. 

Here’s what you need to know about the 
ordinance, which is believed to be the first of 
its kind in the country 

» From 1972 to 1991, Burge and his subor- 
dinates allegedly tortured suspects to con- 
fess to crimes. The “allegedly” is important 
because Burge never has been convicted of 


anything but perjury and obstruction of jus- 
tice for denying any knowledge of the torture. 
He was sentenced to four-and-a-half years 
in prison for lying about the torture and re- 
cently was released. He still collects a police 
pension. 

» As many as 100 people may have been tor- 
ture victims. Under the measure approved 
Wednesday more than 50 victims likely will 
be eligible for payouts of up to $100,000 
each, according to the city Neither rela- 
tives of deceased victims nor victims who 
already received settlement money of more 
than $100,000 are eligible for the city money 
Chicago and Cook County together already 
have paid out about $100 million in costs re- 
lated to Burge torture cases. 

» To some victims, the money is secondary 
to the sense of closure they have found after 
the city’s formal apology. “I’m just glad some- 
body believed me after all these years,” said 
Will Porch, 60. Porch said that in 1979, Burge 
and those under his command beat Porch 
into confessing to robbery and attempted 
murder that he did not commit. Porch spent 
more than 14 years in prison. “It’s not your 
dream come true, but it’s something,” said 


Porch, who lives in North Chicago. ‘After aU 
these years with nothing, we got something.” 

» The City Council also approved plans to cre- 
ate a memorial to torture victims and to re- 
quire the Burge case to be taught in 8th and 
10th grades at Chicago Public Schools. Other 
city benefits may include job placement ser- 
vices, free City Colleges tuition and access to 
counseling services for eligible victims and 
their families. 

» The reparations ordinance comes at a par- 
ticularly tense time in police-community 
relations across the country. The death of 
unarmed black teenager Michael Brown in 
Ferguson, Mo., last year shone a nationwide 
spotlight on incidences of police killing. Just 
last month, a Chicago police officer was ac- 
quitted on a legal technicality of manslaugh- 
ter charges in the killing of an unarmed 
22-year-old. More recently, six Baltimore 
police officers were charged in connection 
with the death of Freddie Gray after days 
of protests that sometimes turned violent. 
Advocates hope Chicago’s reparations fund 
could become a model for other cities with 
histories of police misconduct.

Alderman to state: 
Reject tax credit 
for ‘Chiraq’ movie

One alderman is pushing for the state to 
deny a tax break for Spike Lee’s movie 
because of the film’s title, “Chiraq.” 

Aid. Will Burns (4th) wants the state’s 
film office to reject Lee’s expected appli- 
cation for a $3 million tax credit. 

“We shouldn’t give him money as tax- 
payers to brand a part of the city as Iraq. 
That doesn’t make sense,” said Burns, 
who introduced the resolution to the 
City Council on Wednesday 

Last month. Mayor Emanuel said he 
met with the “Do The Right Thing” and 
“Malcolm X” movie director and told 
him he didn’t like the title. 

“Chiraq” is a term associated with the 
violence in Chicago and equating parts 
of the city to a war zone. Lee is planning 
to film his movie about black-on-black 
crime in Englewood. 

The tax credit gives producers a credit 
of 30 percent of their production costs 
such as wages, as an incentive to film in 
the state and create jobs in a competitive 
industry 

While the Illinois Film Office hasn’t 
received an application yet. Burns said 
Lee told him he planned to seek the tax 
break. 

In order for the state to issue a tax 
credit to a production company Burns 
said the company has to make its case 
that the movie will have a positive eco- 
nomic impact on the state, he said. 

“By calling a whole part of the city 
of Chicago ‘Chiraq,’ that will make it 
harder to bring economic development 
to those communities, to bring jobs to 
those communities, therefore it will 
have a negative impact on the state of Il- 
linois,” Burns said. 

The name is insulting and offensive to 
some residents and doesn’t help dispel 
the perception of South Side neighbor- 
hoods, he said. 

“When you label or brand a com- 
munity as ‘Chiraq’ and you take that all 
over the world, it adds another barrier 
to bringing economic development to 
those communities,” Burns said. 

The measure will be considered in the 
City Council’s finance committee.

MEET THE CAST OF THE SECOND CITY 
EXC.’S SMART, POIGNANT NEW SHOW

JUST 10 SECONDS 

into sitting across from the six-person cast of 
The Second City e.t.c.’s 39th revue, it’s immedi- 
ately clear there is something naturally electrify- 
ing about this group. 

The camaraderie and comedic genius that fills 
this sixsome feels like a rarity And after seeing 
“Soul Brother, Where Art Thou?” live on The 
Second City’s e.t.c. stage on opening night, it’s 
even more evident. 

If the key to good improvisation and sketch 
comedy is truly all about relationships, let’s just 
say this cast seems like they’ve lived three loving, 
lifelong marriages back-to-back-to-back. 

The two-hour revue— written and performed 
by Carisa Barreca, Lisa Beasley, Scott Morehead, 
Eddie Mujica, Tim Ryder and Rashawn Nadine 
Scott and directed by Anthony LeBlanc— is the 
most intimate, smart and fast-paced (yet well- 
controlled) show I’ve ever seen performed on the 
e.t.c. stage. 

Exploring the twists and turns of modern life, 
the script features ideas as relatable as mobile 
devices having minds of their own filled with “up- 
dates” we won’t like, and also pokes fun at Uber, 
Scientology and NEE players’ run-ins with the law 

But it unexpectedly goes far deeper with 
sketches that intend to rip the heartstrings out of 
your chest, such as showcasing the 100 -year lifes- 
pan of a human being without any dialogue what- 
soever. Another scene proves how researching 
someone via social media for just seconds brings 
up years of a person’s life— a twist that pays for 
the price of admission itself 

Confidently, certain sketches even touch top- 
ics such as Eerguson, Sept, ii and immigration in 
crisp fashion. 

‘A couple of people have said we have made 
them laugh until they cry” Ryder said. ‘And then 
we also make them actually cry which is a real 
compliment. It’s something we strive for, to have 
those moments of actual emotional resonance, 
which is something you don’t often get with a lot 
of comedy ... One lady said that she’ll send us her 
mascara bill.” 

^t perhaps what makes the stage’s newest 
show so resourceful is how aware of itself it is. 
Most revues at The Second City riff about any- 
one and anything— no one is safe. They’re re- 
markably satirical and deeply rooted in the idea 
of bringing smarter humor to its audiences. 

^t “Soul Brother, Where Art Thou?” found 
a way to tear down the fourth wall and make its 
crowd a creator in the fun. The cast consistently 
is poking fun at themselves individually, prov- 
ing that even artists themselves are riddled with 
blemishes and flaws. The solution? Acknowledge 
it, laugh at it and embrace it. 

The other gold star in this revue? The pace. I 
never have seen a show that attempts to achieve 
so much in 120 minutes and does so without a 
single hiccup. 

“It’s a level of athleticism that you don’t see,” 
Scott said. “You think actors are soft types that 
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a second between two completely different 
scenes with a full turnover of characters and 
props. Without fail, lights brighten and the 
cast goes full speed with the next sketch. 

“We rehearsed those transitions down to, 
‘What is the shortest amount of time we can 
do [this down] to the second?’ ” Ryder said. “It 
surprises us every night.” 

“There are times in the show when the 
lights come up and we’re giggling because we 
barely made it,” Mujica said. 

Remember: There are no stagehands in this 
show, either. “Saturday Night Live” is loaded 
with makeup artists and backstage directors 
throughout the production. The six actors 
hold themselves accountable to hit their cues. 
No one else. 

“My favorite handoff is Carisa [Barrecal’s,” 
Beasley said as the cast exploded in laughter
